Washington, July 20—General Miles 


has been again delayed in sailing from 
Siboney. to Porto Rico, owing to the 
failure of the navy to provide the re- 
quired convoy. 
The war department 


was in cable communication with him 
today and again he expects the Yale 
will be ready before night. 


Meanwhile reports come to the de- 


partment from Tarnpa to show that 
so much of the expedition for Porto 
Rico as was to be drawn from the 
camp there has already started, though 
it may be a day or two more before the 
ships leave Key West.

eral cable messages with General Miles 
during the late afternoon and evening 
regarding the details of the expeifiuon, 
but in npne of his dispatches did the gen- 
eral Indicate the precfiSe hour of his 
departure. 
The impression conveyed is 


that he was awaii;ing the naval vessel 
which is to act as convoy. 
,It Is stated definitely that General 
Miles has no Intention to await the 
"arrival of the several parts of the-ex- 
peditton from the United States be- 
fore moving upon Porto Rico. 
It is in 


fact his purpose with such troops as 
he now has to break ground on the 
island for the forces that will arrive 
later from this country. 
It Is not an- 


ticipated that serious resistance will be 
encountered, as the Spanish force on the 
entire island is only slightly larger 
than the force which accompanies Miles. 


Arrangements for th« departure of 


troops from this country which are to 
comprise the greater part of the ex- 
pedition are being pressed with the ut- 
most vigor. 
Difficulty Is being ex- 


perienced in securing proper transports, 
but that in a measure has been over- 
come. 
Within a day or two 10,000 men 


it is bflieved will be afloat for Porto 
Rico, and the remainder of the expedi- 
tion win be sent forward aa rapidly as 
possible. 


The subsistence of the Porto Rlcan 


expedition ia an enormous task. Prac- 
tically aJl the necessary supplies, except 
fresh beef, have been provided for, and 
General Egan has sent tc various beef- 
packing concerns of the country a tele- 
gram inviting bids for supplying the 
troops at the various seacoast points 
which may be occupied by them In Porto 
Rico with refrigerated or chilled beef 
in such quantities and In such places 
as may be required. 


Secretary Alger said yesterday that 


the campaign against San Juan will be 
conducted with touch caution, and the 
rush of events at Baiquiri will not be 
repeated. Tha forward movement will 
not be begun until a force superior to 
the Spaniards at every point has been 
landed and furnished supplies sufficient 
to meet all possible requirements. Great 
care and deliberation will characterize 
all movements with a view to avoiding 
the hardships that befell the Santiago 
expedition. 


The Auxiliary Craft. 


The navy department Is rapidly mov- 


ing the large fleet of auxiliary craft, 
made up of merchant ships, ocf an-g-olng 
yachts, tugi, eto., from Atlantic coast 
points to Cuban waters, where they will 
be placed on blockads duty, thus re- 
leasipg the larger ships for more active 
duty at Porto Rico and the coast of 
Spain. Three of these smaller craft 
were sent south yesterday and most all 
of them will ba on the way within a 
week, stopping only long enough at Nor- 
folk to have their batteries strength- 
ened. When the war broke out a large

Admiral Sampson has received final 


orders from the navy department as to 
the part the fleet Is to take in the cam- 
paign against Porto Rico. They are 
baspd nn the view that the campaign 
Is essentially an army movement, the 
duties of the navy being to lend every 
support and assistance to the land op- 
erations. The admiral is Instructed to 
aid the army movements by dispatching 
convoys when required and by covering 
the landing of troops. As thore is no 
ll^nt In San Juan harbor or other Porto 
Klran tiortR, the navy ban a limited field. 
Tho reduction of the harbor fortifications 
will be the main work, but this and all

MISERABLE 


Yellow Fever Caies Few, but City Ripe 


For an Epidemic. 


Santiago, July 20.— A thorough inspec- 


tion of the Janitary condition of this 
captured city has been made by direction 
of General Shafter. The work was done 
by Dr. Goodfellow, of the general's 
Btaff, and by a civilian physician. Dr. 
Orlando Dwiker. 
They find that al- 


though there are at present but six 
cases of yellow fever in the city, in ad- 
dition to two suspects, the town Js ripe 
for an epidemic. 
Santiago and Rio 


Janerio are considered the greatest fe- 
ver-breeding centers in th; world. The 
town lacks every sanitary feature at Its 
best, and now, after two months' siege, 
leaving the city dirty and repellent, it 
Is a veritable pest hole. 
The awful 


stenches that arise from 
the streets 


stagger and choke one. 
No cordial in 


Santiago has the power to wash out 
this odor from one's throat. 


The city of Santiago Is a typical trop- 


ical place, with narrow, crooked streets, 
I-story dwellings and stores. • Many of 
the houses are stuccoed and 
painted 


with startling colors, sky-blue and 
vivid shades of green predominating. 
These, with the red tiles of the roofs 
and the quaint verandas, show evidence 
of paat ploturesqueness. 
This Is now in 


it state of dilapidation and decay, and 
the city to but a shadow of Its former 
•elf. 
The majority of the houses are 


absolute ruins, and public squares, once 
green, with fountains playing in their 
center, are now utterly npglecled. 
The 


Iron fences are broken and rusted, while 
the fountains, on account of dearth of 
the water supply, have long been dry. 
Here and there, through the open doors 
of more pretentious dwellings, one meets 
With the vision of an open court filled 
with palms, brilliant pouchianos and 
other flowering plants and trees. 


There Is no sewage system. The city 


drainage is all from the surface Into 
the harbor, and tho lower part of the 
«ity, through which much of the drain- 
age runs, especially from the people's 
quarter around the bull ring, to the 
northwest of the city, ia the seodinj; 
center of malarial, typhoid and other 
fevera. 


The squalor in the streets was fright- 


ful. 
The bones of dead horses and 


other animals wore bleaching In the 
etreats, and buz/arrls, aa tame a.s spar- 
rows, hopped aside to let us pass. Tho

Washington, July 20.—Secretary Al- 


ger has cabled to Gen. Shafter direct- 
ing him to cause to be prepared at the 
earliest possible moment a complete 
list o£ the American soldiers suffering 
from yellow 
fever, as well as the 


names of those who have lost their 
lives from that disease. This informa- 
tion wilt be telegraphed to the war 
department anil is expected to allay 
the appiohensions of relatives 
and 


friends of our soldiers. 


The war department today was doing 


its best to hurry forward the immune 
regiments General Shjfter has urgent- 
ly requested and it ip hoped they will 
be gotten off within 24 hours. 


The situation at Guantanamo among 


the Spanish troops there surrendered 
Is calculated in some measure to dis- 
turb thp department's plans for the 
shipment of

Upsetting Nature's laws. 


Any animal that is in a healthy con- 


dition, -will, if it has enough to eat, lay 
on fat. It may take a great deal of feed 
to make a ^raall amount of fat, but only 
keep on and ultimately it will get fat. 
Thus any one who is in the business of 
fattening cattle has nature back of him, 
and tbe kind of animal with which he 
is working is not of such vital impor- 
tance. 


But in the dairy the case is entirely 


different. The milk cow is an unnatural 
product and her tendency is to go back 
to tbe original state from which she 
came. And if the highest measure of 
success is to be obtained there must be 
a constant combating of nature's laws. 
We often hear it advised that the heifer 
at her first calf should be milked as 
long as possible to strengthen the milk- 
ing habit. This is because of the fact 
that we have just stated, and it is ad- 
vice that should be well considered. 
But the most important bearing of this 
fact is upon the feeding of the cow. If 
by liberal feeding we force the heifer to 
give a large quantity of milk, we there- 
by strengthen the tendency to give milk 
in the later years of her life, and this is 
not only true of the heifer with her first 
calf bnl also of the older cow; the more 
we train her to give milk the more she 
can be made to produce. So that we 
may safely say that a cow that has had 
liberal feeding from her calfhood up is 
worth more, very much more, than if 
she had been poorly fed. Which way 
are you training your cows? 


Troublesome Testa. 


The test is a great source of trouble 


to the butter maker, for a certain patron 
will claim that his test is too low, an- 
other varies too much from month to 
month. Another changes feeding his 
cows, and it makes no difference with 
his test. 
Now, when these complaints 


are being made is the time to invite 
them to see you on testing 'day. 
Most 


bnttcr makers have certain days for do- 
ing thoir testing. Have the dissatisfied 
patrons and the noncomplainer as well 
go with you and see their milk tested 
and compared with their neighbor's 
test. 
By so doing they will know that 


you are trying to be honest with them. 
There are so many butter makers that, 
when test day comes, they Will go to 
the creamery, lock the doors and do the 
testing as though they were experiment- 
ing on some new invention and were 
afraid sorfle one would learn their secret. 


The Danger of Paint. 


Dr. James Law reports an interesting 


case of poisoning by lead, which he re- 
cently observed. He found several sick 
rnwi. BTifforinp from nprvrms rljenrdor", 
in a herd from which one had but re- 
cently died. An examination of the dead 
animal revealed nothing, but a glanco 
at the new tub silo gave the reason. 
It 


had been painted inside with a thin 
coat of lead last summer, the knots be- 
ing coated again. The acetic acid, de- 
veloped in the ensilage, had dissolved 
some of the paint, forming the poison, 
ooi sugar of lead, lead acetate. 
By 


prompt treatment of the sick animals 
they were saved, but one in the herd, 
apparently well, succumbed suddenly, 
making the second victim. ' Coal tar 
would have been safe and quite effectual 
in covering the wood.

FACT AND DENUNCIATION. 


An account of some of the points in 


regard to the granting of licenses in 
the city of Boston was recently given 
in the news columns of this paper. 
These facts, as showing a basis for the 
interpretation given the law in this 
city, together with the statement that 
the point in dispute had never, in spite 
of this interpretation, been carried to 
the courts for decision, were offered as 
showing the unwisdom of attacking the 
license commissioners as already con-, 
denned, before a test case had been 
made and the matter decided. No men- 
tion of testing the matter was made 
by those who gave voice to the criti- 
cism, until after the commissioners 
had been made the subjects of whole- 
sale condemnations. 


The claim is now made that the cus- 


tom in Boston is not "identical" with 
that in this city, by which the critics 
apparently tried to say that no prece- 
dent for local interpretation was found 
in Boston. As The Transcript pointed 
out, interpretation of the law must be 
guided by local conditions when the 
state makes thelocal coromissionerathe 
highest authority for their district. 
But that the commissioners here have 
interpreted the law for this city very 
much as do the state commissioners 
for Boston, is shown in the statement 
of the clerk of that commlsion. An 
inquiry -was recently put to him in re- 
gard to one of the places in this city 
•which has been condemned as illegal. 
The reply was that the interpretation 
given here was exactly as would have 
been the case in Boston. 


In regard to a statement from the 


pulpit that Boston was a city too cor- 
rupt to be looked to as a guide, it may 
be necessary again to remind the 
thorough students of the situation that 
the license commission for that city 
is a state board, appointed by the gov- 
ernor with the express intention of re- 
moving it from municipal politics. 


A test case will in all probability be 


made of this point in the fall. This is 
a move of which every citizen may 
well approve. If the commissioners are 
wrong, this may be made true only by 
the courts, the commissioners being by 
law the highest local authority. To 
carry the matter to the courts is most 
proper, but until then, denunciations 
are out of order. 


OUR NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


In his address before the American 


Institute of Instruction -' North Con- 
way recently Mr. Frank A. Hill, sec- 
retary of the Massachusetts State 
Board of Education, furnished some 
very interesting information in regard 
to the normal schools of the Common- 
wealth. 
The most Important recent 


educational step In Massachusetts, he 
said, has been the raising of the stan- 
dard of admission 
to 
the 
normal 


school. This was done in 1896. 
Our 


normal schools are now all placed dis 
tinctly above the high schools. Can- 
didates for admission must be gradu- 
ates of high schools, or must have had 
an equivalent training. 
They must 


pass an examination 
In high-school 


•ubjects. These subjects are practi- 
cally thoso'pursued in {JiegeneraJcoursr: 
that are taken by the great majority 
of high school pupils. Not only has 
the standard of the normal schools 
been raised, but the number of the 
normal schools has t>een raised from 
six to ten. Jnadvanceof eiperienceono 
would pronounce those two policies 
antagonistic.

new 
normal 


achools—that Is a bid for more pupils. 
Raising the standard of admission— 
that is calculated to reduce tho num- 
ber of pupils. In 1896, the first year 
of the new policy, the number of ad- 
missions to tho normal schools fell 
off a little.

A Popular Theory That Has Dotroyed 


tho Value of Much Work. 


Professor Knocker says: It has been 


time ami aguiu demoustrated at the 
Minnesota experiment station that there 
are large cows with comparatively small 
feeding capacity, and, on the other' 
hand, some of the small cows had even 
greater feeding and digesting capacity 
than some of the larger ones. There is 
no one rule of feeding that has led 
astray so considerable a number of our 
American experimenters and destroyed 
the practical value of their work as tho 
one declaring that auimuls should be 
fed according to their size. 


Some cows with .short legs and light 


quarters will barely raise the beam at 
900 pouuds. and yet, having a very 
capacious middle, will eat und digest 
more than others with long, heavy quar- 
ters, with a comparatively light body 
and weighing 1,200 pound::. It has been 
clearly shown iu our exporiiuonts in 
cost of production that small or medium 
cows have greater digesting capacity in 
proportion tc> (heir t>i/.t> than large cows. 
Indteu Has seoms to hold good with nil 
our domestic animals, not only so far as 
feeding capacity is concerned, bat in 
strfngth und euduranco fis well 
In 


breeding to increase siz« wo always fail 
to uicreasu streeth -md endurance or 
speed in the same proportion. 


That the cost of nmintimaacc is fair- 


ly measured by tho size of au animal is 
true only lu a general way. 
Wo must 


always tako temperament into account. 
An auiniul having a highly developed 
nervous syFte.m would under certain 
conditions require more food for main- 
tenance than would another animal of 
the same sizo under similar conditions, 
but having a highly developed vital 
temperament In the future tempera- 
ment and form in tho animal will be 
found to play a more important part 
than has been generally supposed. In- 
deed I am satisfied thoy will bo found 
to be greater factors in deciding the 
usefulness or adaptability of animals 
for specific; purposes than the generally 
accepted breed characteristics. 


JINGLES AND JESTS. 


Milk 
i Routine, 


A very tborou,., - und successful milk 


producer in Pennsylvania gives the fol- 
lowing as a resuuie.of bis daily prac- 
tice: At a well conducted dairy the 
milking is done at regular hours, which 
is commenced at 4 a. m.; the afternoon 
milking is commenced at 4 o'clock. The 
milkers bathe hands and face and comb 
their hair before milking in the morn- 
ing and bathe hands before afternoon 
milking. Tho cows are well curried and 
the stables are cleaned. No conversa- 
tion, singing or whistling is allowed 
•while milking. 
The best milkers milk 


rapidly and this adds greatly to the 
cleanliaess of the milk, which is first 
strained through a strainer pail into a 
muslin strainer on top of an aerator, 
•with which is connected a coarse strain- 
er, and lastly, through another muslin 
strainer fastened with clothespins on 
top of the milk cans, which are, when 
filled, placed iu a trough of cold water. 
The milk is not watered, but the cows 
are allow to drink all the water they 
require. The cleanest niilkcr is promot- 
ed to can and pail washer. 
The driver 


of the team conveying the milk cart to 
market refuses to load the cans that are 
not clean outside, because milk custom- 
ers look suspiciously at dirty cana. All 
the cans are handled by their handles 
and not the tops of cans, which are 
thoroughly scalded, brushed, washed 
•with Hasley's electric washing powder 
and rinsed as often as used. Vegetables 
are fed immediately after milking, thus 
preventing any unpleasant taste in the 
milk. 
Milk pails are handled by their 


bails and not by the tops of the pails. 
Milk cows are fed well cured hay, oats, 
etraw, 
bright cornstalks, cottonseed 


meal, wheat bran and gluten meal. Be- 
fore mixing milk the temperature of 
both quantities must be alike.

A. Solid Cream Farm. 


T. J. Camp, a business man of Jack- 


son, Mich., owns a farm two miles 
from the city, which he bought 23 
years ago, for reason of health, says the 
Detroit Journal. He kept a few Jerseys 
and it chanced that a city friend, about 
to entertain, asked Mrs. Camp for some 
of her cream, for which she was offered 
50 cents a quart. This sot Mr. Oarnp to 
testing the value of his cream on the 
market by bottling it in a small way 
for grocers. 
Its popularity was soon 


determined, and he procured a separator 
and increased his herd. Finally ho sold 
out his carpet business and went into 
the cream business in earnest, built a 
creamery, and now sells the cream from 
800 Jersey cows, at the rate of 100,000 
bottles a year, in Detroit, Grand Bap- 
ids, Toledo and Cleveland. Tho cream- 
ery is of stone and brick, with 30 inch 
wall — 20 of stono, four of dead air, six 
of brick. Everything is kept exquisitely 
elean. It is asserted that Mr. Camp was 
the first man in the United States to 
bottle solid cream and place it on sale 
in groceries. 


"Klpenine" Hutter. 


We have heard something lately 


about butter "ripening" and improving 
with age, like chceso. It is declared 
that \vith the cow's he.ilth and f-3ed just 
right and with extraordinary care and 
cleanliness in tho making of tho butter, 
from milking io salting, tho product 
may be packed away in cold storage in 
Bummer when tho price is down to noth- 
ing and put to "ripen" slowly by inter- 
nal process, like cheese, and that it will 
bo all the better when it is opened in 
winter and tho price is high. Well, wu 
doubt it. Wo havo tasted all kinds of 
butter and hnvo never found anything 
to equal io flavor that just churned in 
Juno pasture time. Still we are open to 
convictiuu. It anybody can devise a plan 
to make butter in summer and keep if; 
in fine flavor till winte1-. It will save 
winter dairymen and creamery men 
considerable hard work. Tho advocates 
of this packing system declare that tho 
Danish butter, which brings top prices 
in Europe, is the packed article.

MINES IN A HARBOR. 


TWO KINDS, OBSERVATION AND ELEC- 


TRO CONTACT, ARE USED. 


The Way In Which They Ai« Planted and 


Methoda by Which They AM Exploded. 
CMS* of the Signal and the Firing Kl*c- 
tricat Current. 
In fortifying a harbor against attack by 


an enemy's fleet tho British engineers 
would use today submarine mines of two 
general elapses—the "observation" and 
the "electro contact." Tho observation 
mine, so called because its action IB direct- 
ed by an observer or operator stationed on 
shore, is a convex ended cylinder of Staf- 
fordshire plate 
threo-slxteonths of an 


inch in thickness, measuring 84 inches in 
depth and about 33 inches in diameter. 
Within the cylinder and surraunded by an 
air chamber is a core, composed of 23 sep- 
arate-copper cases, containing in all 600 
rwujQd.3 of wet gun cotton. The contra! 
case of the £3 is arranged to receive the 
"primortin," a little box holding two det- 
onators, or fuses, imbedded in dry gun 
cotton, from which oleccrfb wires pass to 
tlio insulator at Uio luouth uf the iain«. 


For harbor defense the engineers would 


lay observation mines in groups of at least 
six, placed in a mathematically straight 
line at intervals of 180 feet, and preferably 
in about 50 feet of water. One main oleo- 
trlo cable, starting from tho operator's 
Station on shore, would connect with and 
govern, each mine of the six, reaching it 
by a fork or branch running to its insu- 
lator. This main cable would be close to 
the harbor bed, but the mines themselves, 
whoso buoyancy is considerable, would 
float 12 fact or more above, each anchored 
by a stout steel wire mooring rope to a 
wrought iron sinker of 500 pounds weight, 
diflfc shaped, with a concave lower surface 
to give the additional hold of suction. At 
about CO ffeet from the outer and inner 
ends of the mine line mark buoys would 
be set to guide the eyo of tho shore oper- 
ator, while various other buoys would ba 
scattered around the field in order to mys- 
tify tho enemy. 


For tho operator's station the two great 


requirements are ft clear sweep of vision 
over lie minefields and invisibility. A 
little cave dug in a hillside or embank- 
ment and disguised with bushes, vines or 
whatever is tho common foliage of the 
spot is the ideal arrangement, but if neces- 
sity forces the selection of flat and barren 
ground a hut may be rendered Inconspicu- 
ous by a coat of paint of the color of the 
earth about it. Here the observer sits, his 
glass trained on the two range buoys of 
his special group of mines and his battery 
and firing key within easy reach. As the 
enemy's ship or ships cross his sight line 
he presses the key, and in an almost incal- 
culably email fraction of a second the 
whole group of mines is exploded. 
The 


fatal area of each individual mine of the 
"observation" type covers a circle 60 feet 
in diameter. 
Beckoning with the breadth 


of beam of the average warship as a factor, 
it thence appears that the series of six will 
clear a channel about 720 feet broad of 
any vessels unfortunate enough to bo there. 


The "electro contact" differs from the 


observation mine in that it is meant to ex- 
plode on actual contact with the ship's 
bottom, not at some distance beneath. 
It 


is used in deeper water than is the other 
variety and is fitted with a much higher 
charge, since 75 pounds of gun cotton de- 
tonated against the hull of the strongest 
vessel built is quite sufficient to disable if 
not to destroy her. This mine, like the 
species previously described, is contained 
in a convex ended iron cylinder, its charge, 
as in the former case, packed in a nest of 
copper boxes, the central bos holding the 
primer tin with its two detonators and 
their electro wire connection. One "leg" 
of the wire necessary to complete the firing 
circuit runs, however, not directly to its 
detonator, but to the top of the mine as it 
lies afloat, there entering an ingenious 
contrivance called a -.circuit closer. The 
mine-cannot explode"'until the circuit 
closer comes into action, and the circuit 
closer will act only when struck by the 
hull of a ship. 


Electro contact mines are commonly 


laid in several connected groups of three. 
Each individual in each trio has its own 
electric cable, about 100 yards in length, 
the three cables converging at their lower 
ends to enter a "disconnector box." The 
disconnector in turn sends down a single 
200 yard cable to a "multiple junction 
box," within which it meets similar ca- 
bles from the disconnectors of all the oth- 
er trios in the series, and with them is 
joined to a main cable running to tho bat- 
tery in the operator's station on shore. 
The operator has it in his power to put 
the whole series instantly out of play and 
to return it as instantly to service, and by 
means of the disconnectors any trio which 
having been exploded, has become an' in- 
cumbrance to the rest may be cut out of 
the circuit. 


A ground mine, like the observation 


mine, is laid in relatively shallow water— 
a depth of 50 feet by choice—and has a ca- 
ble connection with an operator's battery 
on shore. Attached by cable to the mine 
and floating above it at such a point as to 
be likely to be struck by any passing ves- 
sel is a buoy containing an electric appa- 
ratus with a circuit closer. When the 
operator turns a strong electric current in- 
to the main cable, the touch of a ship's 
hull on the buoy is sufficient to detonate 
the mine. This powerful force is put in 
action at night or at any time when the 
enemy's ships alone are expected to be in 
the harbor. 
On all other occasions the 


current is maintained at a vejy low ebb, 
when a pressure on the buoy would not 
fire the mine, but would merely telegraph 
a signal to the shore station, indicating to 
the observer there which particular buoy 
had been struck. The change from signal 
current to firing current may be made in 
an instant, so that in the event of a harbor 
engagement between friendly and hostile 
fleets a home vessel may be allowed to 
pass unscathed over the mine, while the 
enemy's ship, touching the buoy immedi- 
ately afterward, will be wrecked on the 
spot. The ground mine is not, however, 
dependent for its explosive power on the 
collision of a ship with the buoy. The 
shore operator may explode it at volition 
whenever, in his opinion, occasion arises, 
but it is always difficult to tell exactly 
what point on the range lino a crossing 
vessel occupies, and for that renso* the 
mines' are laid in groups of three, all three 
to be fired simultaneously in case of "judg- 
ment action."

low and narrow Isthmus to the rocky 
point on which the city of Cadiz is built.

Cadiz had wonderful commercial Im- 


portance after Columbus' great discov- 
ery, for it was the one port from which 
all commerce was carried on to the 
west, but as the Spanish colonies be- 
came independent it lost much of its 
ocean carrying trade. But its position 
at the entrance to the Mediterranean 
still makes it the most important port 
of Spain. 


The opening of the railroad to Seville 


increased its business, as did also cer- 
tain harbor improvements. Sherry wine 
is the main article of exjiurt. Its man- 
ufactories are not numerous, though 
gloves, guitars, mantillas, fans and 
sweetmeats are produced in large quan- 
tities. 
Merchandise for Seville is un- 


loaded there, and many lines of steam- 
ers make it the depot of departure for 
all points of the compass. The city has 
maintained a continual prosperity lon- 
ger than any other in Europe, with its 
name practically unchanged. It has a 
very ancient and romantic history, hav- 
ing been founded in 1100 B. C. by the 
Phoenicians, who named it Gadir, or 
Gadeira. It was then in the province of 
Utica. The remains of a temple of the 
Phoenician Hercules and other edifices 
.of the ancient settlement are still visi- 
i ble about the shores at low water. Be-

Its 
population decreased between 1864 and 
186S owing to the mortality caused by 
cholera and the subsequent removal of 
much of the manufacturing Industry be- 
yond the municipal boundary. But there 
has been E, great revival since, and to- 
day it is the most flourishing and, after 
Madrid, the most populous city in Spain 
and one of the finest in appearance. Its 
manufactuies and commerce are very 
extensive, and it has both a large im- 
port and export trade. 


A city of great wealth, it is, like Cad- 


iz, the see of a bishop, has a university 
established in 14oQ, several commercial 
academies and many civil, military and 
benevolent institutions, with the usual 
proportion of churches, cathedrals, nun- 
neries and hospitals. 
The junta de 


comercio, or board of trade, supports 
professorships of navigation, chemistry, 
experimental philosophy, architecture, 
foreign languages, etc. The principal 
streets are long, wide, well paved and 
lighted in the newer part, but in the 
old quarter are narrow, crooked and 
picturesque.

jn'omenades are the famous Rambla 
(from Arabic raml, meaning sand) and 


the Cloths, two centuries later by the 
Ambs, and from them it was seized by 
the Christian^, aided by Charlemagne. 
It was then governed until the twelfth 
century by independent counts, nomi- 
nally subject to the French or Carlo- 
vingian kings, and subsequently became 
attached to the kingdom of Aragon. In 
1640 the city rose against the tyranny 
of Philip IV and threw herself into the 
arms of France, but was retaken in 
1657. 
In 1697 it was captured by the 


French, but restored to Spain in !hs 
same year. Then followed varying epi- 
sodes in its history- It was captured 
by the Spaniards and English at one 
time, bombarded by the French at an- 
other and finally, in ISfiS, taken by Na- 
poleon, who held it till 181-1. In 1842 
Barcelona revolted against the queen 
of Spain and was bombarded and as- 
saulted by Espartero in December of 
that year. There were other insurrec- 
tions in 1S43 and 1850, both suppies.sed 
after much bloodshed. Barcelona does 
not seem to have ever been a firm sup- 
porter of the Spanish crown, though it 
is a representative Castilian city. 
It 


claims the merit of having established 
che first bank of exchange and deposit 
in Europe in 1401, which was devoted to 
the accommodation of foreigners as well 
as its own citizens. 
Barcelona also 


claims the glory of having complied the 
most ancient written code of maritime 
law now extant. It was digested from 
the usages of commercial nations and 
formed the basis of the mercantile juris- 
prudence of Europe during the middle 
ages. 


In the fourteenth and fifteenth centu- 


ries Barcelona was the wealthiest city 
in Spain, for its citizens were full of the 
commercial spirit, and trade was never 
esteemed a degradation in Catalonia as 
it came to be in Castile.

Gibraltar and Barcelona is Cartagena, 
which may be regarded as the southeast

With a capacious 
water front Cartagena has little com- 
merce. The inhabitants are chiefly em- 
ployed in lead or silver mining and 
fishing and exporting barilla, grain and 
esparto.

hood was known to the ancients, and 
the yield of silver enabled the great 
Hannibal to carry on his wars against 
the Romans.

He told of 
the excellent treatment given him by 
the Sisters, and said he had every- 
thing he could wish for.

He said that during the

The folloM-ing- arc extracts from a 


letter written by Eugene Lee, July 5, 
from Santiago. 


I am well and in good spirits after 


five days of battle, for \ve have had a 
battle as you will hear before you get 
this letter. 


Thursday, June 30, we broke camp 


and a few minutes later we started to 
inarch to a Kinull town six miles from 
Santiago. 
\Ye got within two miles 


"f it tlvit night and waited until S 
'•V'.iHk july lii-dt. when we received 
orders to march, and just at daylight 
wo came to ihe town. 


A few minutes after a. shot was 


fired irom the outposts. 
Then the 


general ordered us in line. 
We had 


gone 200 yards when we got a volley 
from the Spaniards, and a hot one it 
was, 
too, for S or 10 of our men were 


hit. 
W« got under cover all we could 


but most of the boys did not have 
anything but grass for cover. 


At 4."0 p. m., the enemy fled to the 


hills. I do not know how many Span- 
iards there were, but as near as we 
can find out there were from 3.100 to 
•1,000. 
A largo number for 5,000 sol- 


diers to drive from a fort and town 
as strong as that was. 
• 


It was a 
,d sight to see the wound- 


ed and dead lying In the bushes, the 
wound nd calling for water and the 
doctor. I was sick of war then anc 
there. 


After the battle we started for San- 


tiago. 
It had been stormed in the 


morning and the attack had been re- 
pulsed. 
We marched until 12 o'clock 


and then we found that we were on 
the wrong road. We stopped for two 
hours and then went back and go; 
on the right road. Between 8 and 
wo carne in sight of the battle field 
of Santiago, it was 10 times worse 
there. I cannot describe the sight, but 
when I get home I will tell you al 
about It. 
That night 
at about l: 


o'clock the Spaniards made an attack 
It was a bluff on their part, just to 
draw us out, a,nd it worked well as we 
lost 8 men but not any in our com- 
pany. 


The next day the Spaniards put up 


Reel Cross flags all over the city anc 
we had to stop firing. In a little while 
they put a white flag out. Ever since 
they have been trying to put us off. 


Last night Sampson turned his guns 


on the 
city for 
two hours and a 


great noise he made. We all think 
that it will be a hard fight to take the 
city. 
Have just come in from the 


trench works, and will have to close 
as I haven't any more paper. 


, The following is from a letter writ- 
j ten by Sergeant James Campbell to a 
j friend: 


In the siege of Santiago, 


July 5th, 1898. 


Dear Friend, we are now on Cuban 


soil, and I was the third Massachu- 
setts man to step ashore, Lieut. La- 
fenier being first, and 
Sidney Cliff 


second. 


We moved a little nearer the city 


each day, and are now within three 
miles of it. We find the condition of 
the Cubans has not been exaggerated 
The little boys who do not look to be 
over 11 or 12 years of age are carry- 
ing guns, and doing1 soldiers duty. 


The climate here is cooler than al 


Lakeland, or Tampa. The vegetation 
is fine. Mongoes, limes, palms, cocoa- 
nut, and many which I do not know 
the names of. The water is not bad, 
though rather warm. 


We fill our canteens at night, anc 


leave them out to cool in the dew, 
which is very heavy. The rainy sea- 
son is 
just 
beginning. 
A 
smart 


shower is in progress 
while I am 


writing. 
The doctors 
tell us to ea1 


freely of the nuts, but sparingly of 
mangoes, unless very ripe. 
It would 


amuse you to see us cook our rations. 


Of course you have read a detailed 


account of the fight, so I will not 
weary you with 
a repetition. Will 


only say we were under fierce fire for 
seven hours. 
Yesterday 
we 
moved 


into a new position and today 
our 


regiment, together with the regulars, 
have been digging trenches for pro- 
tection, although the general 
feeling 


is that the worst is over. 


The boys have not heard from Ad- 


ams for over a month but suppose 
there must be mail on the way.

connected 
with the Lawrence mills 


for 10 or 12 years, is well known and 
popular among the trade. Mr. Farns- 
worth will have charge of the finan- 
ces, and has many friends in this city 
who will be glad to see him return to 
settle here. 


A well-known wool man said yes- 


terday that it was expected that the 
woolen business this fall and winter 
would be better than it has been for 
a long time. He based his judgment 
on the reports brought to this city by 
•woolen men who are on the road. A 
•woolen man told him that western 
wool was selling at present at more 
than two cents a pound over what it 
sold for very recently, and that that 
fact is a good indication. 
The indi- 


cations are that wool will be much 
firmer than it Is now and because of 
an increasing demand. 
The demand 


shows that there is more manufactur- 
ing and that business is likely to re- 
vive considerable. 
It is the opinion 


that the recent government orders are 
not responsible for all the advance. 


Oiened an Unknown Grave. 


While workmen were engaged Tues- 


day in digging a barn cellar for A. M. 
Hemenway on East 
Quincy street 


they were shocked to find an ancient 
grave which was opened before they 
were aware that any one had ever 
been buried in the vicinity . No one 
knows whose grave it was or when 
the burial took place ,but it must have 
been many years ago, as all that re- 
mained were the coffin handles and a 
few small fragments of bones. There 
was nothing on tho surface of the 
ground to indicate that there had ever 
been a burial there and the discovery 
was a startling surprise to the work- 
men. There was not enough left in the 
grave to make an account of it and 
the work on the cellar proceeded. 


Mr. Hemenway regrets that such a 


thing should happen on his premises, 
but is in no way to blamf-. The circum- 
stance emphasizes the mistake it is 
to establish burial lots on farms, a 
practice which was common years ago, 
and this is not the first time that such 
graves have become obliterated and 
forgotten.
